plies were known to be coming on the 
rood from Bapid Ctty to this point, it 
was thought best to send out a detach- 
ment to prelect them. So thirty men 
were picked and immediately started 
down the road. They had not gone 
over ten miles, when they discovered 
the wagons, thirteen in number, drawn 
up in the form of a square, and being 
attacked by a band of about fifty In- 
dians. The detachment put their horses 
to a full gallop, the Indians, seeing 
which, 
withdrew 
to 
an 
adjoin- 


ing hill. 
The detachment now joined 


the teamsters, who numbered only 
nineteen. Sacks of grain, bundles and 
boxes were thrown up in front of the 
besieged as breastworks. 
The Indians, 


noticing this, immediately returned and 
commenced the attack, circling about 
the wagons, but keeping at a distance of 
800 yards. As a result, the shots from 
their Winchesters were not very effec- 
tive, often falling short of the mark. 
The carbines of the soldiers were used 
with more effect, a number of Indians 
being seen to fall from their horses. 
Meantime their number was augmented 
until they numbered some 100 warriors 
in all, besides some they had posted off 
on the adjoining hills. One soldier, dur- 
ing the commencement of the fight, 
while arranging the breastworks, was 
shot in the shoulder, but not seriously 
wounded. 
A soldier was 
detailed 


to 
return 
to 
camp 
and 
report 


that the detachment was besieged 
by 
the Indians, 
and 
that 
they 


were attacking the wagon train. 
He 


selected a fast horse and made a break 
at an opportune moment, the attention 
of the Indians being attracted to move- 
ments made on the other side, As soon 
as the ruse was seen, about twenty In- 
dians gave chase to Private Collin and 
fired shot after shot at him, but as he 
had a fast horse, he soon distanced 
them. They then returned with the 
others to the attack. Three more In- 
dians were seen to fall from their horses 
and were picked up and carried away 
by their companions. 
Four cavalry 


horses were shot and killed, as were a 
large number of Indian ponies. While 
the large body of Indians were be- 
ing engaged by the majority of the sol- 
diers and citizens, a few Indians scat- 
tered about, dismounted, and getting IB 
close as possible, began firing into the 
horses and trying to stampede them. 
This they nearly succeeded in doing in 
several instances, and had not some 
soldiers been guarding and holding the 
horees, 
they 
would 
undoubtedly 


have succeeded in 
attaining 
their 


object By this time things were get- 
ting pretty hot for the besieged party 
and shots were flying as thick as hail 
stones, and it was hard to distinguish 
the Indians through the smoke. The 
citizens had been hemmed in for six 
hours and the soldiers about three 
hours. A little before 2 p. m, a commo- 
tion was seen among the Indians, and 
they gradually retreated when it was 
seen that troops were coming at full 
charge to the rescue. 
Every one gave 


three resounding cheers as the troops 
rode up, the Indians scattering in all 
directions, and troop F giving chase. 
They were pursued till near night fall 
when the chase was abandoned, the 
wagon train was started, every one re- 
turning to camp bringing the dead In- 
dians and some ponies with them, 


Puns Broai! Aa?Nor, Jan. 6.—Jack 


Bad Cloud and a small" party of friend- 
lies eame in from the hostile camp yes- 
terday afternoon. They asked that the 
Indians now at the agency be sent out 
to help the Indians who fled from the 
sgeaoy on the night of the battle of 
Wounded Knee, to get away from the 
hostiles. The authorities look upon the 
request with distrust, and reserve their 
de&sion. 


The general situation here is increas- 


ing in seriousness. Short Bull, the lead- 
ing hostile chief, who has distinguished 
himself all along during this trouble by 
never for a moment considering any of 
the overtures looking to an amicable set- 
tlement, but who has steadily stuck to 
his laore in the Bad Lands, and now as- 
sumed command of the great body of 
hostiles, Sunday night told the govern- 
ment spies that he would take his agency 
if it cost every warrior he had. Half 
breeds have been informed by friends 
and relatives, whom some of them have 
among the hostiles, that they had 
better immediately move their families 
a long distance from 
the agency, 


is a great raid and massacre was certain. 
The half breeds are showing the agency 
people what they think of this informa- 
tion by getting their families out of here 
with a rush. The government herder, 
John Dwyer, and Issue Clerk Pugh 
have both discovered through their 
Indian friends of years standing that a 
raid and massacre has been fully de- 
cided upon and maturely planned. 
General Miles is thorou^-ily conversant 
with all those foots and himself says 
that th« situation is exceedingly criU- 


oal. There are less than six hcndred 
soldiers here now all told. 


FOBT TOTTJUT, N. D., Jan. 6.— Burner* 


are current here that the 8,600 Indians 
on the Tnttle reservation are liable at 
any moment to inaugurate a massacre 
of settlers living along the North Da- 
kota border. This band has been un- 
ruly for some time on account of their 
half starved condition and have several 
times given trouble. The troops here 
are totally inadequate to protect settler? 
should an uprising occur. 
Settlers are 


much worried over the situation and 
have sent a protest to Washington 
against leaving this band of 3,600 sav- 
ages to menace the people. 


ANOTHEB BATTLE rUHINEST. 


PINE BTDOB ACBNOT, Jan. 7.— Every- 


thing now points to a battle and a dis- 
astrous one. However, it will not be 
between the troops and the hostiles, but 
between the hostiles and friendlies, who 
desire to leave the hostile camp and 
come into the agency.

tile band, This is causing trouble. 


The older Indians want to oomein, 


but the young bucks insist on fighting 
However, the cajoleries of medicine 
men are fast losing strength. 
Their 


superstition about the ghost shirt being 
bullet proof has caused the older Indi- 
ans to think that peace is more desira- 
able than war. 
The cordon of troops is 


drawing tighter around the hostiles. 


The Hostiles are on guard night and 


day. Fires are being burned at night 
to prevent any one from esoaping from 
their camp, more especially Bed Cloud's 
band. 


General Miles his sent a peace com- 


mission to the hoetiles. If they still 
refuse to come in their camp will be 
bombarded. Machine and shell guns 
are being placed on all sides of the 
camp, and at the command a murderous 
fire of hot shell and cannister ean be 
showered into the Indian camp. This 
means utter annihilation to the Indians 
if the order comes. General Miles is 
fast becoming impatient, and if the In- 
dians do not obey this last order, a 
bloody battle of extermination will then 
be begun.

SKIRMISH WITH SCOTS. 


The Glasgow Police Have a Hand-to- 


Hand Battle With the Striking 


Bvllroad Employe*. 


GLAseow, Jan. 6.—The evictions of 


railroad strikers from the quarters occu- 
pied by them as employes of companies 
promises to be the cause of further and 
serious trouble. 
Notwithstanding the 


faot that a largely increased police and 
military force this morning confronted 
the rioters at Goat Bridge, a groat iron 
center about nine milos from this place, 
rioting was resumed by the now most 
desperate men. 


The troubles of the day were begun 


by the mob making a fierce onslaught 
upon the dormitory in which are shelt- 
ered the non-union men. The assault 
opened with a sharp fusilade with stones 
which was followed by a forward rush 
of the mob which made frantic efforts 
to force an entrance to the building. 
Sharp hand-to-hand fighting then took 
place between the police and the riot- 
ers, the officers vigorously plying their 
batons, while their assailants fiercely 
pelted them with stones and beat them 
with cungels and their naked fists. 


At times the policemen would, after 


extraordinary efforts, succeed in forcing 
the mob to move sullenly backward, 
only, however, to again pull iteelf to- 
gether and dash forward, cursing and 
fighting, upon the plucky officers. At 
the moment of cabling this dispatch 
several of the policemen and s> number 
of the rioters have been injured. 


All the miners in the Rotherwell dis- 


trict suspended work last evening and 
were largely responsible for the riots. 
There are 20,000 people about the 
streets and suburbs at an early hour 
this morning, and great ill feeling and 
and excitement prevails.

Fe Railroad. 


CBIOASO, Jan. 6 —A rumor is in circu- 


lation in connection with the affairs of 
the Santa Fe road which, should it prove 
to be well founded, will cause more eur 
prise in railroad and financial oirolea 
than any other of the startling events 
with which that road has recently been 
oinneoted. It is to the effect that nego 
tiations are now in progress, aud have 
almost been carried to the point of con- 
signation, for the consolidation of the 
Santa Fe and the Missouri Pacific rail- 
roads.

Upon these lines are engaged 1,000,000 
employes. Their equipment consists of 
30.000 locomotives, 21,000 passenger 
oars, 7,000 bsggage cars, and 1,000,000 
freight cars. The capital invested in 
the construction and equipment of thU 
vast railroad enterprise amounts to 
$8,000,000,000 and the yearly disburse- 
ment for labor and supplies exceeds 
$600,000,000.

white man WM an unwelcome intruder, 
and indulge the hope that the Great 
Spirit wfll some time restore them to 
their righto. 


We are a yeuug, vigorous and iggres- 


rive people. The continent is none too 
large for our purposes, and the red man 
ties only a few more yean to live. He 
hasn't kept up with the procession; by 
little and little he is dropping ont and 
dying on tbe road side. He can't un- 
derstand the situation, and once in • 
while pats on war paint, sharpens his 
tomahawk and fiercely reiiflte the inev- 
itable. He has done BO at the present 
time, and when he emerges from tbe 
straggle hte ranks will be still farther 
diminished. 


What to do with the Indians is a hard 


question to answer. The methods by 
which they were deprived of their lands 
was not always just, bnt the march of 
civilization demanded the millions ol 
acres which they occupied and they 
were compelled to go. The Indian tells 
of broken promises made by the white 
men and little wonder is it that they 
woiked into ft pession and are led to 
open revolt by their leaders. But in 
every warfare they are crashed and so it 
will be in this.
